G. Ross, secretary of the 
association, spoke in similar terms.

Reports Tragedy 



British Shipmaster Murdered By 
Chilians While Princess Vic- 
toria Was Coaling. 



Murderers Summarily Executed 
By Armed Squad of Chil- 
ian Gunboat. 



Steamer Princess Victoria, which 
reached port yesterday morning from 
England via Curuncl, at which port she 
culled to till her bunkers, brought news 
of a tragedy which occurred during her 
stay at that port us a result of which a 
Liritish shipmaster, more recently a part- 
ner iu a Chilian coal mining company, 
was murdered by a mob of Chilian riot- 
ers. 

Few facts weiv gleaned regarding the 
tragedy by the olllcers of the Princess 
Victoria. It. was learned, however, that 
Copt. Coudell, a middle-aged English- 
man, win, has lived at Coronel for years 
was beaten to death witli clubs. He 
was attacked as he was walking from 
(lie mines of the Cousino Coal Company 
of Coronel to his residence, a gang of 
rioters springing upon him from behind 
and in a f< w minutes he was on the 
ground with his skull beaten iu. 

The rioters afterward slated that it 
was not their intention to kill Ciipt. Con- 
dell, they having mistaken him for some- 
one else. The riot, as a result of which 
the murder was committed, was under- 
stood to be due to the fact that, taking 
advantage of an incipient revolution oc- 
casioned by an election— the defeated 
politicians of the- Southern- Anierbun 
states usually become revolutionists 
wheu the polls dose— the coal miners 
had struck because of alleged griev- 
ances, and strikers ami revolutionists 
were rioting in the streets of Coronel. 
It was during this riot that Cupt. Con- 
dell was killed.

SEWER A OR EXTENSION. 

A decision of particular importance to 
the citizens of Victoria was reached at 
a meeting of the Streets, Sewers and 
Bridges' committee of the council held 
on Friday evening— a determination be- 
ing reached to proceed at once with the 
largo work of sewerage extension as 
sanctioned by the ratepayers, who au- 
thorized the borrowing of a quarter of 
a million of money for the purpose. 
Ever since the passing of the bylaw, 
City Engineer Topp lias been busy pre- 
paring plans for the big undertaking; 
and on Friday evening he made his re- 
port to the council. The news that a

Those 
who are in position to best judge of the 
matter say they do not believe it will 
be lound tlutt any very great number 
of men are idle, and that this will be 
established when the work in tho sew- 
erage extension is undertaken. It is 
likely that work will be started in the 
Southern portion of the city, as a com- 
mencement mid gradually extended to 
embrace the other districts — which in- 
clude Spring Ridge and the Work Es- 
tate. The sum of $4,000 will be ex- 
pended immediately in purchasing pipes. 
GENEItAL STREET WORK. 

Some tew v, eoks ago the council made 
a new departure m connection with the 
system ui handling toe numerous re- 
il ues is lor street improvement work 
wll'iell are constantly flowing in from 
all portions ot the ell}'. The usual pro- 
cedure w us to refer each individual re- 
quest in the lirsl instance to the Streets, 
Sewers and Bridges' committee, where 
it would be considered und discussed, 
and then passed on to the city engineer 
lor report. The latter was then re- 
quired to make a recommendation to 
the council, which that body proceeded 
to pass on to the Streets, Sewers mid 
Bridges' committee for action. This 
was a very roundabout way of deter- 
mining n small matter, so the council 
decided to have the requests go into 
the hands of the city engineer at once, 
he to make periodical recommendations 
for street improvement work, up to the 
sum nf $5,000, which might he most 
pressing, in his judgment. Mr. Topp 
presented bis first report under the new 
system on Friday evening last and. with 
a few minor nUernfion-s, it \v«< adopted 
by the council. About $4,000 will he 
expended in street improvement in var- 
ious parts of the city at once, that por- 
tion of Pnrwlorn street, between Ttlun- 
chard and Donelas boiuc included. 
MINOR -MATTERS. 

The council has not as yet taken anj 
action towards carrying out the recom- 
mendation of the licrnrd of Manage- 
ment of the Victoria Agricultural So- 
ciety that two of that body should be 
placed on the newly-determined-upoii 
executive committee in whose hands will 
he placed the tusk of managing the so- 
ciety's affairs during the current year. 
The matter will probably be taken up 
nt tomorrow evening s meeting of the 
council. 

At last Monday evening's meeting of 
the alderinnnic board the startling infor- 
mation was conveyed in n report from 
the sanitary inspector that the owners 
of dairy cows had refused to comply 
with the provisions of the new Dairy 
Regulation Bylaw, though notified t« 
do so. Tho city solicitor was instructed 
to take whatever action might be noeos- 
tuiry to secure the enforcement of the 
act. It is contended in some quarters 
that the hvl-nv conot be enforced. The 
courts will in nM probability be called 
upon to settle the point.

Victoria audiences are not n^s a rule 
prodigal in their applause. hJutuusiaauc 
demonstrations ot approval are not 
showered upon every mediocre show that 
happens along. \iue reservoir of ap- 
preciation is husbanded lor « tit occa- 
sion, and one of these occurred last 
night at the Victoria. 

Jessie N. Muclachhin sings herself 
right into the hearts of all. lu this 
achievement, it is not alone by superb 
vocal gifts that she makes such a deep 
impression. Her physical attractions 
are no. mean auxiliary factors iu the 
full measure of her triumphs. She is a 
woman of beautiful appearance, and 
queenly carriage. She has a gracefully 
poised head, and her face suggests the 
rare combination of both comeliness and 
power. When to her attributes of face, 
figure and voice are added temperament, 
it is too easy to realize something of tne 
patent cliarm she is able to wield oyer 
an audience. 

Without any further analysis of the 
qualities and methods by which Jessie 
N. Maclaehlnn can stir up the emotions, 
it is but sneaking sober truth to assert 
that few singers ever heard ill Victoria 
have succeeded in rousing such enthusi- 
asm. There was something much more 
than mere national affinity between her- 
self mid some of her audience to account 
lor the applause that followed every 
one of her vocal selections. Of course 
there were all the psychological condi- 
tions present to render her en rapport 
witli her auditors— a winsome Scotch 
lassie singing Scotch lays to an audi- 
ence mostly Scotch. 

She would succeed with any other 
audience simply because she combines 
the essential elements that would ap- 
peal to and conquer any lover of music. 

Miss Maelachlan did not monopolize 
•ill the beautv and talent of the concert 
last evening. Miss Alice Dean, in the 
first number on the programme, a vio- 
lin solo. Boroski's "Adoration," reveal- 
ed a strikingly beautiful young lady. 
IMi'-s Dean is an artiste of exceptional 
ability, her graceful bowing winning a 
beautiful tone characterized by punty. 
sweetness and uelicaey rather than pow- 
er and volume. She showed herself 
better in sentimental themes than in 
composition calling for diffldllt tech- 
nique. This is not to say that she did 
not fiirnisu evidence of being quite at 
homo in difficult passages, her rendering 
of the popular "Mazurka de Concert, 
with its captivating pizzicatoo movement, 
being one of the treats of the evening. 
It was in some of her encore numbers 
that she, however, found her most sym- 
pathetic themes. Her playing of "Tran- 
merci," with the use of the mute 
throughout, was a dainty portrayal, full 
of intense puthos— a pathos all tne 
stronger in effect by the impression con- 
veyed of reserved j>ower. Another en- 
core number that was much appreciated 
was her delightful playing of Dellbes 
"I'izzicalto" from "Sylvia." This was 
a great favorite with Remenzi, who ex- 
pired at the Tivoli in San Francisco, a 
year or so ago, after finishing the few 
chorda in the introduction. Mascagm's 
"Intermezzo," from Cavalieria Ilusti- 
caua, also received tuneful interprela- 
i ion, her liberty in the tempo bringing 
out more effectively this masterpiece of 
melody. , 

Of Miss Maelachlan's selections, sthey 
were all so divinely sung that it is dif- 
ficult to establish priority of merit for 
any particular one. In Adam's "Th- 
Holy City," as often us tills solo has 
been heard in Victoria, it has never 
been given here with such clear-cut ur- 
Ueulation, every syllable being most 
beautifully distinct in utterance. Miss 
Maelachlan throws her whole being in- 
to her songs, consequently one could not 
say thai her singing is devoid of effort; 
but her expressive features revealing 
that she is suffused with the ejririt of 
the theme, and an occasional appropri- 
ate gesture or the swaying of her form 
in the intensity of her emotion, do not 
detract from. but. rather enhance, the 
artistic results and deep imprteslon made 
upon the audience, limitation of space 
forbids detailed reference to her vari- 
ous solos.

Trouble is brewing in connection with 
the management ot the Victoria Fire 
Liepartmeut— trouble of a character 
which will result in a rigid investigation 
being held by the Fire Wardens at an 
early date. 

For some weeks past it has been com- 
mon knowledge that the most harmon- 
ious relations did not exist between 
Chief Watson and his men — particularly 
those numbered on the "headquarters 
stall" at the Central station in the Mar- 
ket building. The Fire" Wardens, Ald- 
ermen Grahame, Stewart and Vincent 
fust had their attention drawn to the 
fact that all was not lovely in the Fire 
Department by the, receipt of a lengthy 
communication reciting numerous com- 
plaints regarding the manner in which 
the department is conducted. No signa- 
ture being attached to the letter, the 
Fire Wardens could not give it that 
consideration which it. would otherwise 
have received. It was left witli the 
.Mayor, however, and a copy of it shown 
to Chief Watson. A couple of days lat- 
er u meeting of the Fire Wardens was 
held, and one of the engineers connected 
with tiie department summarily dismis- 
sed. 

When the Colonist first heard the ru- 
mors which were going around the 
streets regarding discontent among the 
men at headquarters, a reporter was de- 
tailed to look into the matter. This 
was upwards of a week ami. The re- 
porter found that the Fire Wardens 
had received the anonymous communi- 
cation alluded to, and gathered the na- 
ture of its contents, and then went and 
apprised Chief Wutsoa of what had 
been hoard. Chief Watson did not care 
to sav anything for publication. lie 
had. he said, seen the letter, anil hail n 
prettv good idea of the quarter from 
which it emanated, lie did not think 
the matter was one for the press to take 
a hand in just then, and the matter 
dropped. 

Yes tenia v, however, it became known 
that a recital of the same complaints 
as were made in the anonymous com- 
munication is to be presented to the 
Fire Wardens over the signature of the 
men at the Central Station, and will 
probably come up for consideration int 
tomorrow evening's meeting of the City 
Council. • ,. . , 

It is alleged that n condition of af- 
fairs exists in connection with efficiency, 
decipline of the men. and general super- 
vision of the operation of the rtre 
Department which involves the neces- 
sity of immediate rectification, if the 
department is to afford that guarantee 
of excellence in fire-lighting ability in- 
sisted upon by the insurance companies 
and the citizens of Victoria as a body. 
Specifically, it is charged that a con- 
siderable quantity of hose is unlit for 
use, that certain pieces of the appara- 
tus are in such a state of disrepair that 
it is not safe for the men to ride on 
them to a lire, and that at times only 
one driver is left in the Central Sta- 
tion to drive out four or live pieces ot 
apparatus if an emergency should arise. 
Other complaints are made of a more or 
less minor nature, one of them being 
that the efficiency of the ward stations 
is much below that demanded at Central 
Station-but the chief charges arc the 
three just enumerated. 

A meeting of the Fire \\ aniens will 
no doubt be summoned immediately for 
the purpose of conducting a close inves- 
tigation into Fire Department, affairs 
generally. Civic officials who have had 
(heir attention drawn to the matter, 
interpret the circumstances to be one 
requiring little more than an elTort to 
raise the discipline of the department 
and the ill. mi connected with it to a 
higher standard than lias been insisted 
upon heretofore. Petty jealousies arise 
in all departments at times, and ocea- 
siimally cause much trouble: but in a 
department upon which the city depends 
so much for i's safety, it is not con- 
sidered wise to ignore any sign whiHi 
may indicate the necessity of some ac- 
tion being taken looking towards the 
securing of ■■>. higher standard of effi-

Pacific Packing & Navigation' Company 
control practically the entire available 
supply, and it is understood that the 
Pacific Packing & Navigation Company 
intends adopting a similar course. It 
ftcenis probable that they will be suc- 
cessful in raising the price of salnio... 
The independent runners, who are ah 
operating from Seattle or other Souii I 
points, blame the Alaska Parkers' As- 
sociation lor having forced the price of 
fish down to 50 cents, or !<> cents below 
c-isL ..f production, ami they think they 
have at hist got a chaace to get even. 

This decision was arrived at yester- 
day, .-it a meeting of the Alaska Fish- 
eries Association at tile Cecil Hotel, 
after which tiie toitowiug statement ivas 
given nut fur publication: 

A meeting of the Alaska Salmon Fish- 
eries Association was held at Hotel Ce- 
cil to consider the situation of the salm- 
on market at present prevailing, <-s|o- 
cially in view of the probable shortage 
of tiie coming .season's pack in Alaska, 
on account of the reported partial de- 
struction "f some thirteen canneries in 
Bristol buy taken in connection with 
the shutting down of at least ten plants 
in Southeastern Alaska on account of 
the present price of fish, which are 
principally puckers of pink salmon. 
These facts will without doubt make 
the coming season's pacK shun by about 
1,<HX),<MXJ -uses. 

If thi' twenty-one canneries situated 
•n the vicinity of Nushugak, Kogginerg 
and CNegnck, nine belong to the Alaska 
Packers' Association, ot San Francisco, 
and their, pack was about (r-Ti.OOO cases 
last season, while the other twelve 
plants are owned by independent con- 
cerns of call Francisco, except one, 
which is owned by the Pacific Packing 
& Navigation Company, these hitler hav- 
ing a capacity of about U5O.0O0 cases. 
Five of thefcc plants are reported to- 
tally destroyed ami the balance more or 
less" damaged by the recent tidal wave, 
and would perhaps not he able to put up 
more than one half of their usual pack 
the coining season. 

In view of the fact that there is a 
verv limited amount of red Alaska 
salmon in first hands ami that the inde- 
pendent concerns and the Pacific Pack- 
ing & Navigation Company have control 
of all the spot spink salmon, the Alaska 
Packers' Association having sold out 
some time ago, and that the present, sup- 
ply is evidently not sufficient to furniidj 
the market between now and September, 
whoa the new pack will he available, it 
was therefore decided that the salmon 
held by the independent packers be 
withdrawn until the market, which is 
at present demoralized, is again in 
normal condition;

Tin- hitter, whether if opens inward 
or outward, requires a great deal of 
room, especially if it opens inward, 
the result being that a barn or car can 
never be completely filled, since sulllcient 
s.iace must always he left for the free 
play of the door. 

(Moreover, sliding ilnors aro not much 
better, one reason being that they are 
heavy and it is not always easy to move 
them, and another that there is ever 
danger that they 'will run off the rollers. 

The new door is made, of separate 
planks of strong wood, which tire fasten- 
ed to chains nr.d hung in a regular frame. 
They fit tightly together, eo that what- 
ever is stored in the hnvn is not af- 
fected cither. hy dust or ram. The door 
is opened by simply raising tbe planks 
to tbe roof of the barn or top or the 
car, which is easily done hy pulling 
the chains. It is evident that a door 
of this kind, whether c\-e:i or closed, 
occupies no room. ' ,

EVERY man may be bis own tele- 
phone. 
This is the umnznig declara- 
tion made by I he believers in tel- 
epathy, which may be described as the 
wireless telegraphy of the mind. 

Sir William Crookes has recently start- 
led the scientists of the world by de- 
claring that it may be possible to semi 
thoughts across the Atlantic ocenu or 
around the world without either cables 
or the apparatus of iMnrcoui. 

"Is it inconceivable," said he. '"that 
intense thought, concentrates towards a 
person with •whom the thinker is in 
close sympathy, may induce a telepathic 
chain of brain-wave's along which a mes- 
sage of thought may go straight to its 
goal without loss of energy due to dis- 
tance? 

"IMay not the words 'far' and 'near' 
lose their moaning in these subtle re- 
gions of unsubstantial thought'.'

This is the opinion of ISir William 
Crookes, the inventor of the "Crookes 
tube, which made the X-ray possible, 
the president of the 'British Association 
of 'Scientists, the "king of chemists" and 
hero of many a scientilie exploit.
